The Sons of Liberty — Secret Army Organization 


This Memorandum will summarize the information received as result of 
the captioned investigation. 


Origin of the Investigation 


Jl^^jivgs^^tion commenced when a confidential source stated that 
^ had boasted of belonging to a right-wing paramilitary 
organization which stockpiled T-II weapons. In further conversations, 
JOHNSTON stated that he had acquired grenades and other ordnance while 
in the Army, and stored these items' at his residence. 


Organization and Goals 


Confidential sources have disclosed that THE. SONS OF LIBERTY is a 
small, irregular organization, which was created in 1971 by 
ROBERT J. MATTHEWS. The name THE SONS OF LIBERTY has been previously 
used by other individuals in similar, earlier groups, in Arizona.

Ths goals of THE SONS OF LIBERTY, according to statements made by 
MATTHEWS , are to prepare for a counter-revolution against left-wing 
and Communist elements. According to MATTHEWS, these subversibes are 
currently gaining control of the Government, especially in the Federal 
bureaucracy. In order to prepare themselves, MATTHEWS has urged pros¬ 
pective members of THE SONS OF LIBERTY to stockpile food, clothing and 
medical supplies, to acquire a four-wheel drive vehicle, weapons and 
ammunition, and to become familiar with desert survival techniques. 

It has been suggested by MATTHEWS that the desert would provide a last 
line of defense for THE SONS OF LIBERTY in their fight against 
Communists. 
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The main connection among .the individuals mentioned as possible 
members of TlffiSOh^OF^IIERTY has been a tax-protest group, whose 
leader is This group, active in the Phoenix area, 

has publisnec^^Etrg^volume of anti-income tax brochures and pam¬ 
phlets. Much of this material also contains attacks against the 
Federal bureaucracy, in general, and cautions against infiltration 
of the Government by Communists and left-wing radicals. 


On June 29> 1972,'mH^^^H was convicted in Federal Court of 
filing fraudulent W-J 4 . (withholding) forms with his employer, by clai¬ 
ming an excessive number of deductions. He.received a nine-month 
prison sentence, which is currently under appeal. Other members of

Confidential sources have stated that THE SONS' OF LIBERTY was most' 
active in Spring, 1972. At that time, MATTHEWS was attempting to 
recruit membership, by contacting students at Arizona State University, 
Tempe, through various political clubs, including the YOUNG REPUBLICANS 
and the COLLEGE REPUBLICANS. Also mentioned as an organization which 
was contacted by MATTHEWS is the YOUNG AMERICANS FOR FREEDOM (YAF.) 
According to sources, the YAF was a common meeting-ground for all the 
individuals who eventually associated themselves with THE SONS OF 
UBERTY. • 


Two persons^fh^iojnied with MATTHEWS at that time were GREGORY LYNN 
THORPE andfmH THORPE was a student at the University, and 
owned a four-wheel drive vehicle. He and MATTHEWS reportedly frequented 
the desert and practiced ''guerilla warfare." They bought Army Field 
Manuals and a number of T-I fireara^ including rifles and pistols, which 
were kept at their residences. aHb;as asked by MATTHEWS to train other 
individuals in desert survival anefflarksmanship, but it does not appear 
that this actually took place. MATTHEWS advised other prospective mem¬ 
bers that they should also purchase firearms and ammunition, preferably 
from private sources so that no record remains of the transaction. It 
is believed that a few other unidentified persons also were actively in¬ 
volved with MATTHEWS in THE SONS OF LIBERTY, at that time. 


On July 6, 1972, a group of men, dressed in fatigue-type uniforms, and 
with faces disguised, were interviewed by KOOL-TV, Phoenix. One of 
these persons, reportedly the spokesman, was MATTHEWS. The meeting 
occured in the desert, assertedly while the men were conducting guerilla

training exercises. They were armed with conventional rifles and 
•what appeared to be one It—lU rifle. The spokeman made a general 
warning to all '‘enemies of the Constitution," and particularly 
chastized the Internal Revenue Service, ATF v;as mentioned by way 
of the shooting incident in Maryland. (See Exhibit No. 1, att.) 

A number of groups were mentioned in the above interview, as being 
allied with THE SONS OF LIBERTY in their struggle against 
Communism. These groups were the MINUTEMEN, the SECRET ARMY 
ORGANIZATION, ALFrIA-66, the ARIZONA and CALIFORNIA HOME DEFENSE 
CORPS, and the.CALIFORNIA RANGERS. 

f Confidential sources have stated that MATTHEWS had distributed 
brochures from the SECRET ARMY ORGANIZATION while recruiting for 
THE SONS OF LIBERTY. No positive connection has been made between 
these two organizations, although it was stated that MATTHEWS was 
associated with the SECRET ARMY ORGANIZATION and had made at least 
one trip to San Diego, Calif., in that regard. 


Recent Developments 


In the late Summer months, 1972, Internal Revenue ID Agents began 
to receive harrassing telephone calls, allegedly from the tax pro¬ 
testors. Also received was one threatening letter, believed to be 
written by MATTHEWS. As result, IRS-ID Agents began to closely 
follow MATTHEWS' movements, and their close surveillance caused 
MATTHEWS to switch vehicles with GREGORY THORPE, in an attempt to 
elude the Agents. This eventually resulted in causing MATTHEWS to 
leave Arizona. THORPE assisted MATTHEWS in moving to .California, 
Sources have reported that MATTHEWS is now in Texas,

Since that time, it appears that THE SONS OF LIBERTY has not been 
active. A confidential source reported that this was confirmed by 
NEIL JOHNSTON, who also stated that the threats against the IRS-ID 
Agents were never meant seriously, JOHNSTON is also inactive, ap¬ 
parently due to the legal problems as result of his conviction. 


A National Firearms Registration check, made in August, 1972^ty>-

Lverside Arms weapon made from a shotgun is allegedljMpossessed by 
MATTHEWS, to whom THORPE delivered it for safe-keeping. This firearm 
has been observed to be carried in MATTHEWS * jeep, prior to his 
departure for California. (See Exhibit No. 2, att.) 


On December 20, 1972, GREGORY THORPE died as result of apparently 
self-inflicted gunshot wounds. According to the Phoenix Police 
report, THORPE, in an apparent fit of rage, shot and killed his wife, 
a friend, the friends wife, and then himself. The weapons used in 
this incident were a shotgun and a 9MM pistol, neither being of the 
type to require registration. 

Due to this incident, a number of individuals who had been associated 
with THORPE and knew of his activities came forward with. additional 
information. They corroborated what had already been learned of 
THORPES interests in a right-wing paramilitary movement, and stated 
that he had frequently talked of his interests in weapons and desert 
survival. THORPE had occasionally, displayed his firearms, none of 
which were described to be T-II weapons. MATTHEWS was also known by 
another of these sources, who identified some of his weapons to be 
"survival" rifles, conventional in nature. 


Conclusion 


% 

Although a considerable amount of intelligence information has been 
gained through this investigation, no firm evidence has been gained 
that T-II firearms or explosives are being stockpiled by THE SONS OF 
LIBERTY or its alleged membership. One registered firearm has been 
traced from GREGORY THORPE to its current owner, and appropriate- 
notice of this has been made in Memorandum, form (Exhibit No. 2.) It 
appears that, currently, THE SONS OF LIBERTY is not a viable organi¬ 
zation, in the Phoenix, Arizona, area.' 

ATF, Phoenix, will continue to monitor the activities of. this group, 
and further significant information will be reported, as received.
